BE SURE TRIGGER ADVERSE GOP REACTION. 

WITH REGARD SEVERAL OTHER CATEGORIES ( ESPECIALLY 
YOUNG POLITICAL LEADERS), THEY ARE NOT ESPECIALLY PER- 
TINENT TO OUR PLANNING IN AREA OF YOUTH AFFAIRS. FOR 
EXAMPLE, POLITICAL LEADERSHIP IN PAKISTAN, WHICH USED 
TO BE PRETTY MUCH AN OLD MEN' S PRESERVE, HAS BEEN TAKEN 
OVER TO LARGE EXTENT BY GROUP OF RELATIVELY YOUNG 
POLITICIANS BELONGING TO BHUTTO’ S PEOPLES PARTY. DESPITE 
THEIR YOUTH, THEY ARE FOCUS OF MISSION INTEREST AS A

PROFESSION RATHER THAN THEIR AGE GROUP. SINCE THEY MAY 
BE ATTRACTED TO YOUTH ORIENTED PROGRAMS, HOWEVER, THEY ARE

C. SHORT- TERM YOUTH IMPACT: ONLY YOUTH GROUP 
R FT .EVENT TO MISSION YOUTH PROGRAM THAT IS LIKELY TO HAVE
